Prior to examination on the merits, it is requested that the Examiner consider the 
following remarks and the attachment. 

The present application is a 37 C.F.R. §1. 53(b) continuation of Appln. No. 
09/505,874, filed February 17, 2000, now abandoned. The claims of this application are 
directed to fungicidal compositions and methods comprising and applying, respectively, a 
synergistic fungicidally effective amount of a compound A which is (i) methyl 
{E)-methoxyimino[a-(o-tolyloxy)-o-tolyl]acetate, which is also known as BAS490F, or (ii) 
N-methyl-(E)-methoxyimino[2-(2,5--dimethylphenoxymethyI)phenyl]acetamide, which is 
also known as SSF129; and a compound B which is iprodione, the A/B ratio by weight 
being between 0.02 and 5. 

Attached hereto is test data evidencing the synergism of combinations of 
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BAS490F -f iprodione and of combinations of SSF129 + iprodione at several different 
weight ratios. The showings of synergism at A/B ratios of 0.24, 0.5 and 1 for 
BASF 490F + iprodione and of 0.25, 0.5 and 1 for SSF129F + iprodione are believed to 
be fully commensurate in scope with the claims now in this application.
